The Germans belleved that they
could win this war and conquer the
world for two reasons; first, becnuse,
In splte of some things which look
democratle, the German empire is n
despotism ; and, second, becnuse it 15
the first despotism In the history .of
the world whieh has renched o very
high point in general physienl and
mental development, They und nany
people In the demoeratie countries be-
lleved that they could win ugainst the
democracies of the world.

Democracy, they said, would be the
anvil; despotlsm  the hammer,

Democerney would be the whale;
Alespotism would be the swordfish,

Democracy would be the target ;
-despotism the gun. °
Democracy would be the deer 3

despotisin the wolf.

Deomoceracy the huge, unwleldy groz-
Ang animal; despotism the flesh euter
with fangs and claws,

Surprises for Despotism.

The splendid resistance of DBelgium
and I'rance, the magnificent rallying of
Great Britain to the (rumpet call, and
the Intrepld declision of Italy to Join
in resistance to the German attack,
were the greatest surprises which up
to that time had ever been encounter-
ed by a despot. Before the war had
been golng on for six months some of
the wisest of the cold and cruel minds
of Germany begnn to wonder whetlher
after ull the democracles of the world
were not too strong to be overcome.

And then came the biggest surprige
of the war. The greatest demoeracy
of the world—the United States—slow-
ly began to realize that the whole
cause of freedom for the common man,
not only In Europe and in Asia, but
here In America, was at stake In thls
war. Slowly the lden began to pene-
trate the Amerlican mind that the
machinations of Germany constitute a
greater perll to this country than did
the Issue fought out In the American
revolution or the decisive strife of our
own war between the stntes.

Ameriea snw at last that if Germany
wins this war democracy will have fail-
oy not only the democracy of ISuro-
pean countries, but the democracy of
the world, There would be nothing
left for us through all the future but
a losing fight against the most eruel
and eflicient despotism of all time,

And finally, in spite of our own
peaceful history, In splte of our own
love of peace, In spite of German lios
amd  German propaganda, and  the
damnable plots of German spies, the
United States ncted.

The nation reached slowly for the
sword, drew It, and plunged with all
her mighty power into thls dreadful
fray.

And so, on some of the bloodlest bat-
tleflelds that ever desolnted the soll of
any country, our splendid Amerviean
soldlers are beaving the Stars and
Stripes to victory.

DEMOCRACY IS PROVING ITSELF
EFFICIENT,

They carry the Stars and Stripes to
victory alongslde the flugs of Great
Britaln, France, Italy and a score of
other natlons, because they know that
they are fighting the old battle of right
against wrong, of democracy agalnst
despotism, and that if they lose, the
whole history of the United States be-
comes at once a9 If It never had been,

Democracy Is Proving Efficlent.
" That I8 the thing which muast strike
terror to the henrts of the poisoners,
violators and baby killers of Berlin,

We have met and vanquished the
submarine, We are now plucing in
the fleld In Europe our second milllon

We have shown ourselves efficlent In
production.

On the other
slde we must remember that war, and
this war more than any other war
which was ever waged, 18 a matter of
food, of shelter, of clothing, of munj-
tlons, of wenpons, of roads, of en-
gines, of ears, of ships, of hospltals,
of medicines, und of everything which

glyes to our boys In the field that mag-
nificent dash, and vim, and power
which has struck the Germun soldlers
with dismay, '

In other words, winning this war 18
a matter of money,

It Is 0 matter of money not only for
the treasury of the Urited States, but
tor all our allles,

When you buy a Liberty bond or a
War Savings stanmp It means money
for the Unlted States trensury,

When you pany your income taxes
or any of your other contributions to
the government it means money for the
Unlted States treasury,

But money Is only a representative
of vulue and a medium of exchange,
Do not leok upon your dollur ns a
mere plece of currency. Do not look
upon the Unlted States treasury s
a mere repository of your funds,

Our Treasury Upholding Woild,

The United States treasury today
is the god atlnas who holds the world
upon hils shoulders,

It furnishes money to everyone of
our allles which needs money., It
breathes hope and confidence into any
allied army which is losing heart, It
puts In the field the great Bun which
answers the German gun with shot for
shot, It keeps our nrmies golng for.
ward Instead of backward. It holds
the line against the German onslunght,

The Ireasury of the United Stutes ls
the power behind our own army wand
all the armies of our allles.

ARMY TO REQUIRE 26,000; RED
CROSS CAN MAKE USE
OF 12,000 MORE.

DISPATCHES FROM COLUMBI

Doings and Happenings That Mark
the Progress of South Carolina Peo-

Columblia.

The woman's committee, co-operat-
ing with the surgeon general of the
United States army, the American Red
Cross and the nursing committee have
launched an intensive campaign to
enroll 25,000 nurses by August 11,

The United States government looks
to the State divisions and the county
and local units of the woman's com-
mittee to supply these student nurses.
This great responsibility and oppor-
tunity has been placed in our hands.
Will South Carolina do her part?

It 1s estimated that the army alone
will require a total of 25,000 graduate
nurses by January 1, 1919. Already
13,000 of this number has heen with-
drawn from civilian practice for sery-
ice in military and naval hospitals.
Hence the Red Cross has ‘ust ealled
12,000 additional. It is an imperative
military necessity that every graduata
nurse not needed at home should on-
ter military service,

Graduate

nurses can only ha re-
leased by recruiting new student
nurses. They can only be suvpplied

by filling the training schools
nected with our hospitals.
Fourth ot Winter Supply.

B. B. Gossett, State fuel administra-
tor, sent the following letter o the
fuel committecmen through the State:

Mr, Shealy will make a physical in-
spection of several rallroads in the
upper part of the State. The policy of
eliminating dangerous rallroad cross-
ings will continue during the inspeec-
tion of the several railroad systems
in the State. Over 200 of such cross-
ings have been ellminated within the
past year, and others will be con-
demned and eliminated as soon as
county offlclals can provide for the
convenience of the traveling public
whe use the highways.

To Be Greater Camp.

The eontract for the construction
of the bulldings which will enlarge
Camp Jackson and make It probably
the largest artillery camp in the Unit-
ed States, wlll be awarded at once
unless present plans are changed, The
